STOCKMEN TEAR UP CONTRACT 


Revision of Rate Has Not Yet Been 
Arranged With the Railroads 


Ottawa, Ont.—There will not likely 
be an order by the railway commission 
in regard to the complaints of the 
western stockmen, which they heard 
recently in Ottawa, for severai months 
at least. The present contract be- 
tween the stockmen and the railroads 
is being revised and the commission 
has been requested to hold over any 
decision until the contract is complet- 
ed. One contract was presented to 
the shippers, but was torn to pieces 
and another will be submitted shortly. 

All arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the Dominion Live Stock 
Convention, which will be held in Ot- 
tawa on February 12 and 13.

NEED MORE CATTLE 


Veterinary General Resumes His 
Campaign for More Stock-Raising 


Ottawa, Ont.—Dr. Rutherford has re- 
sumed his campaign for more stuck 
raising in Canada. 

“The latest figures in my posses- 
sion,” ne says, point to a very serious 
falling off in beef production in Can- 
ada, which situation is made more 
grave by the most phenomenal in- 
vrease in consumption of meat that 
has taken place in this country with- 
in the past few years.” 

Dr. Rutherford views the present 
outlook for the livestock industry of 
Canada with no little alarm. A com- 
plexity of difficulties existing in the 
different agricultural sections of Can- 
ada has mear:t a serious reduction in 
the production of meat, while the rap- 
id increase in population has led to 
greater consumption. 

A country with the agricultural pos- 
sibilities and abundance of tillable 
area Canada may have to face the 
problem of how to provide meat for 
her scanty population. 

It wotld appear, therefore, that the 
situation is indeed serious and getting 
more 80. 


German Newspaper Attacks U.S. 

Berlin, Germany—The Vossische 
Zeatung publishes a violent attack on 
the “American immigration inquisi- 
tion” which is alleged to be becoming 
more cruel and relentless day by day. 

The case of Mrs. Pettin Kaulil, des- 
cribed as the wife of a New York 
banker, is cited as a classic example 
of the practice in vogue on Ellis Is- 
land. It is charged that she and her 
two sons were prevented from re- 
joining her husband on American soil 
because the oldest boy wore a glass 
eye. The latest news is that she still 
is a prisoner on the island. 

The Vossische Zeiting contributor 
declares that the decrease in the im- 
migration to the United States is due 
primarily to the reign of terror en- 
throned on Wilis island, and that thou- 
sands of European emigrants who or- 
dinarily*disembark at New York, Bal- 
timore and Boston have been diverted 
to Canada and the Argentine through 
fear of an inquisition and arbitrary 
expulsion, 4 


Doctors in Great Britain Protest 


London, Eng.—More -than 11,000 
doctors in Britain, memters of the 
British medical assoviatinn, have 
formally condemned the national in- 
surance law, naively explaining that 
sick benefits under the insurance 
scheme will hurt their business. A 
doctor who is an exception is Thomas 
J. McNamara, who is as well known 
as a physician as he is as parliament- 
ary secretary to the admiralty. -He 
said: 

“The tax upon industry will, T be- 
lieve, be more than compensated for 
by the increased efficiency of the 
workmen, as has been the general ex- 
perience in Germany, and the scheme 
will not mean more unemployment, 
for one of the main causes for unem- 
ployment is due to lack of proper med- 
ical treatment. The scheme will lift 
the load of worry from many an anx- 
fous brow. It is my firm conviction 
that 15 or 20 years hence, thanks to 
national insurance, consumption will 
be as rare as small-pox is today.” 


Jap Brains Direct Rebels 

London, Eng.—It is generally un- 
derstood, says the Pekin correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph, that Japanese 
brains are directjng the Republican 
strategy, which are developing North 
China on the coasts of Shan Tung, and 
Chi Li. This plan, it ts thought, could 
be carried out successfully because of 
the rebels’ command of the sea and 
entire absence of any imperial system 
of coast defence. 


Labouchere Left $4,000,000 

Florence.-The will of the late 
Henry Labouchere, editor of London 
Truth, whose death occurred here on 
January 16, provided for the appoint- 
ment of three trustees, including the 
British home secretary, Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, Mr. Labouchere left a large 
early income to his daughter, the 
archesa Di Rudini, but his fortune, 
which is estimated at $4,000,000, will 
eventually be divided among his neph- 
ewe who bear the name of Labouchere.

sult of a multitude of strikes and 
lockouts. : 

Intervention by the Anglican pri- 
mate of all Ireland against home rule, 
following on the heels of the Ulster 
Unionists to prevent John Redmond 
and Winston Spencer Churchill from 
addressing a home rule meeting next 
month in Belfast, has added highly 
inflammable material to the hottest 
controversy fires that have burned in 
the country since Parnell died. 

Of all the exhibitions of home rule 
opposition in the history of the 
Orange capital, the latest is the most 
astounding to British Liberals, fam- 
iliar with what they claim to be the 
real desires and intentions of Irish 
leaders. 

What the upshot will be cannot be 
foretold, but the Irish Nationalists de- 
clare the projected meeting will be 
held, even if they have to march a 
hundred thousand strong to Belfast. 

All England will be in the throes 
of passion in a few days over the Bel- 
fast situation. Upward of fity meet- 
ings against home rule are scheduled 
for this week in Lancashire 
and Cheshire, and 100,000 per- 
sons will be harangued by members 
of the Unionist party, taking their cue 
from Sir Edward Carson’s New Year 
message to the Dublin Daily Express. 


CONTINUE FIGHT 


W. R. Clarke Says Case Will be Taken 
To Privy Council 


Toronto, Ont.—With reference to 
the refusal of Premier Borden to dis- 
allow the confiscatory legislation of 
the Alberta Government against the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way company, W. R. Clarke, president 
of the Company, who is here consult- 
his solicitors, said recently: 
he refusal of Premier Borden to 
disallow the Albsrta Government’s 
legislation is disappointing, but not 
overwhelming. Our position would 
have been disapproved by disallow- 
ance, but is not weakened by the lack 
of it. We will fight right on until we 
reach the privy council in England, 
and if we don’t get reimbursement for 
our settled enterprise there, we will 
take it up internationally. The rights 
of our little railway are analagous, 
and as good as the rights of any rail- 
way in Canada, and we will fight for 
our rights to the finish.” 


BRITAIN 1S WARNED 


“With Germany and Japan Its a Ward 
and a Blow,” Says Strategist 

London, Eng.—A gloomy prophecy 
as to the probability of conflicts in the 
Pacific coast was made by the well- 
known lecturer on military strategy, 
T. W. M. Maguire at a meeting of the 
Royal Colonial Instititute. 

Mr. Maguire described the Pacific 
ocean as the “strategic centre of man- 
kind.” and warned both the United 
States and Great Britain that “noth- 
ing could give them security but a 
race of military men, as with nations 
like Germany and Japan it was a word 
and a blow.” ; 

The yellow race, he said, were going 
to demand equality of treatment. Jap- 
an was at present Great  Britain’s 
alley, but that would only last as long 
as the British alliance was worth hav- 
ing. 


MacKenzie & Mann in Steel Business 


Port Arthur, Ont.—Acting for Mac- 
kenzie and Mann and an English sy- 
dicate, J, Dix Fraser, manager of the 
Aticocan Iron company, and the Mac- 
kenzie and Mann concern have sub- 
mitted to the city a proposition for 
the establishment here of a five mil- 
lion dollar steel plant. 

The city will give a site of 400 ac- 
res at Bare Point, and a fixed assess- 
ment for 20 years of $50,000, except 
for school and local improvement 
laxes. 

Mr. Fraser estimates that in the 
iron ore areas, of which Mackenzieé 
and Mann has control, and for which 
they are seeking development, is ore 
enough to keep a steel plant running 
for 175 years. 

Those include the Aticocan, Moose 
Mountain and Nipigon areas.

2,000 men, 


Says Railways Must Toe the Mark. 


Ottawa.— In regard to the rumor 
that the enforcement of the recent 
decision of the railway commission in 
the Regina case would be deferred 
until after the forthcoming investiga- 
tion by the commission, with a view 
to determine an equitable basis for 
the whole scale of railway rates ip 
the West, Commissioner McLean stat- 
ed that no order has gone out to stay 
the Regina rates order, nor is any 
such order likely to be made, The 
Railways as ordered will have to file 
new tariffs on or before April 1, doing 
away with all discrimination. 


Cc. P. R. May Get Line Into Boston 

Portland, Maine.—A report was 
current here‘recently that the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway had planned to 
checkmate the efforts of the Giand 
Trunk to enter Boston to gain control 
of the Allan Line of the trans-Ailantic 
steamships and building a new line of 
railroad to connect with its present 
terminal at Newport, and to run dir- 
ectly into Boston.

Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text, 
Isa. xiv, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M Stearns. 


Although it is but a few weeks since 
we had this portion as a Christmas 
lesson, we come to it again with great 
desire to know more intimately Him 
of whom it speaks, Jesus, King of the 
Jews, that we may worship Him as He 
says we should and as the Father de- 
sires, “in spirit and in truth” (John 
iv, 23). Remember His own words in 
the wilderness, “Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and Him only shalt 
thou serve” (chapter iv, 10); also the 
words of the heavenly messenger to 
John in Patmos when he fell down to 
worship at his feet, “See thou do it 
not; * * * worship God” (Rev. xix, 
19; xxii, 9). Mere mouth and lip wor- 
ship He hates and all that is taught by 
commandments of men (chapter xv, 
7-9; Isa. i, 18, 14; xxix, 14). It is the 
heart that He has regard to. He 
searcheth the heart and tries the reins 
and desires truth in the inward parts 
(1 Sam. xvi, 7; Jer. xvii, 10). 

In these days the Lord Jesus Christ 
je very little spoken of or thought of 
as King of the Jews, and the church 
as a whole has no use for Israel as a 
nation and does not want to hear of 
the return of Christ, seemingly having 
no place in her faith for the words of 
the prophet who predicted His birth 
at Bethlehem, and spoke of Him as “a 
governor that shall rule my people 
Israel” (lesson verse 6; Mic. v, 2). 
Nathaneal spoke of Him as “the Son of 
God, the King of Israel,” and Zephan- 
jah in phophetic vision saw Him as 
“the King of Israel, even Jehovah, in 
the midst of Jerusalem” (John i, 49; 
Zeph. iii, 14, 15). Oh, for such vision 
now and the zeal and devotion of these 
wise men from the east! The same 
city Jerusalem, to which they came 
seeking Him in order to worship Him 
shall yet be His throne, and all the 
nations shall be gathered unto it to 
the name of the Lord, to Jerusalem 
(Jer. iii, 17). Then shall the Lord 
stain the pride of all glory and bring 
into contempt all the honorable of the 
earth. He shall startle many nations 
as their kings shall see and consider 
that which they had not heard, and 
thereafter, they will be glad to bring 
their wealth to Israel and show forth 
the praises of the Lord (Isa. xxiii, 9; 
iii, 16, R. V., margin; ix, 5, 6). Then 
shall all such as Herod have some 
cause to be troubled, for all kings and 
mighty men as well as people in or- 
dinary life shall call to mountains and 
rocks to fall on them and hide them 
from the face of Him on the throne 
and from the wrath of the Lamb (Rev. 
vi, 15-17). It is in reference to that 
time that we have the exhortation, “Be 
wise now, therefore, O, ye kings; * * 
* kiss the Son lest * * * ye perish" 
(Ps. ii, 10-12). What a long: conflict 
it has been since it started in Eden; 
how ,much the saints have suffered 
and still suffer, and children, too, be- 
cause of the hatred of the great ad- 
versary, the murderer, the father of 
lies, the devil. Who would not pray 
that the kingdom of righteousness: 
might conie and the adversary be ban 
ished from the air and the earth? Can 
we wonder that the great King has 
said that He will not rest until it come 
to pass that we are not to rest nor 
give Him rest until it come (Isa. xxxii, 
1, 17; Ixii, 1-7). If all believers were 
right with God, seeking first His king- 
dom, worshiping Him with their treas- 
ures as these wise men did, would 
there not be an abundance of men and 
money to carry the, gospel  every- 
where? 

The vast majority of so-called belliev- 
ers seem to be asleep, utterly indif- 
ferent to the worldwide opportunities. 
Neither the gospel, nor He of whom 
it tells can fail (Isa. xlii, 4; lv, 11). 
The church will be completed, but who 
can tell how much we may be hinder- 
ing? It is high time to awake, to 
arise from the dead things and people 
all about us and become spirit filled 
to buy up the opportunities. Like 
aged Simeon, these men recognized 
the young child as the king whom they 
had come to worship. What a con- 
trast between them and the man who 
sold the Lord Jesus Christ to His en- 
emies for thirty pieces of silver! 
What is your estimate of Him? Isa 
bit of this world’s pleasure or treasure 
more to you than He is, or is He to 
you the altogether lovely one? Da 
you spend little on yourself compared 
with what you would give to Him? 
How far would you gladly journey te 
make Him known to others? At least 
twelve times in this gospel it is 
written “that it might be fulfilled” or 
“then was fulfilled” (i, 22; ii, 16, 17, 
23; iv, 14; vill, 17; xf, 17; xifi, 46; xxi, 
4; xxvi, 66; xvii, 9, 35), reminding us 
of His own words after His resurrec- 
tion, “All things must be fulfilled 
which were written * * * concerning 
Me” (Luke xxiv, 44). I believe that 
our devotion to Him will be in pro- 
portion to our confidence-in Him as 
the fulfiller and fulfillment of all 
Scripture. If He is to us not only our 
Saviour from the» wrath to come and 
our deliverer from the power of pres- 
ent sin, but also a real King, King of 
kings and Lord of lords, as well as 
King of Israel, assuring us that we 
may sit with Him in His throne and 
reign with Him over the earth (Rey. 
iii, 21; v, 9, 10), how can we help be- 
ing so inspired by the kingdom and 
the glory td which He has called us 
as to be blind and deaf to all but Him- 
self? Thus it was with Paul and Pe- 
ter and John, with Abraham and Moses 
and others.
